W E TOLD YOU SO. 
The Chinese Colony a Cancer in the 
H eart of New York City. 
New Y ork, September 26th —The Post 
has a long and significant article based on 
the Chinese boycotting of a white landlord 
in Chinatown. It says: The District At­ 
torney is looking the matter up with a view 
of prosecuting. The Post continues: The 
whites’ inability to rent a tenement brings 
to the fore a question that might well be 
considered by the owners of property to 
rent in this city—are Chinese desirable 
tenants? The answer is one long ago 
made in San Francisco and other cities on 
the Pacific slope, and was decided in the 
negative. When once they have occupied 
a building it is difficult to rent it to people 
of another race. Even Italians will shun 
quarters which once have been occupied 
by Chinamen. In fact, the landlord who 
rents to Chinamen is soon at the tenants’ 
mercy. 
They may pay good rent at first, but 
when they have occupied a place so long 
that no one else would take it, they de­ 
mand a lower rate. The landlord yields or 
his building stands empty. Tbe Chinese 
colony, as it is just beginning in New York 
city, has been shown in cities and towns of 
the West to be properly comparable with a 
malignant nicer. The Chinese colony eats 
its way into the body politic and is as de­ 
structive of real estate interests as the ulcer 
is destructive of the living tissues. Chinese 
tenantcv grows like a weed. Rent one 
building to a Chinaman, and it is but a 
short period ere the buildings on each side 
are also occupied by Chinese. 
Mott street and its environing thorough­ 
fares form local illustration of how the Chi­ 
nese colony willgrow. Yet it is but a weak 
example compared with those that San 
Francisco furnishes. Once a Chinaman 
gets a foothold in any quarter, thereafter 
everything decent is swept away before 
him, never to return, unless something 
approaching a revolutionary movement 
arises to overthrow the destroyer. This is 
due to the fact that the Celestial is a very 
undesirable neighbor. He is probably the 
meanest and dirtiest liver, as a rule, that 
this country nourishes. 
What formerly was one of the finest and 
most valuable portions of San Francisco is 
practically ruined. As the Chinamen lived 
and live there, so do they live in Mott 
street. Anyone who cares to try the ex­ 
periment has but to take a trip through the 
homes of the Chinamen of New York to 
satisfy himself that their manner of living 
is detestable and injurious to real estate in­ 
terests. 
The owners of property in Mott street 
and other thoroughfares than the neighbor­ 
hood now tenanted by Chinamen do not 
pretend that matters are anywhere near 
approaching the crisis reached on the Pa­ 
cific coast. Still the white boycott incident 
has actuated them to a more serious con­ 
sideration of the problem than they have 
ever given before, and there are the signs 
of wavering real estate values which the 
white case has served to make more marked. 
The Post, which is rated as the most con­ 
servative paper in New York city, sounds 
the following alarm : The Chinese have 
secured a foothold in New York. If it be­ 
comes firmer, if the increase in Chinese 
population continues at the rate of fifteen 
per cent, as it has in the past year, despite 
the Restriction Act, what will be the effect 
on property values ? That is a question 
that ought to trouble landlords. 
Should the Chinamen greatly increase, 
ana should they pursue, with regard to 
other property, lactics similar to those 
adopted in the boycott case, the landlords 
would be entirely at their mercy. In fact, 
they are at. their mercy now so far as Mott 
street is concerned. They might drive the 
Chinese out by a concerted effort, but, in 
order to secure Caucasian tenants in the 
vacant places, they would be obliged to 
renovate thoroughly, even should they not 
be compelled to tear down and rebuild the 
entire district.

(President ol the Army of Tennessee at 
Cincinnati Yesterday, 
C incinnati, September 26lh.—At the 
meeting of the Army of Tennessee to-day 
welcoming addresses were made bv Mayor 
Mosby and Governor Foraker. 
When 
General Sherman rose to reply everyone in 
the house cheered, shouted and waved their 
handkerchiefs until he was compelled to 
signal for order. 
In the course of his speech General Sher­ 
man said : "We fought the holiest war ever 
fought on God’s earth. A larger result 
was accomplished from that war than from 
any Cie-arean or Napoleonic war. We 
made peace on a continent, we raised the 
standard of our nationality a thousand 
fold, we lost nothing but slavery. The 
people of the South lost that. They bet on 
the wrong card and lost. [Cheers ] 
“Now they are betting on another card. 
They consented to an amendment to the 
Constitution as a sort of concession for not 
being otherwise nunished, and they came 
back into the Union with a three-fifihs 
vote for their representatives to Congress, 
instead of a five-fifths. It isn’t right, it 
isnT honest, it isn’t honorable [cheers], it 
isn’t such ss a soldier knight wonld do. 
Therefore these negroes must have the 
rights the Constitution gives them, or the 
States must be deprived of that proportion 
of their representation in Congress. [Up- 
roarous applause ] 
“That's the legitimate result of the war, 
honest and honorable, and the war won’t 
be over until that is done. [Cheers ] Don’t 
unbuckle your waist-belts too much. 
We 
won’t have any fighting, though. Reason 
will surely master that problem. It isn’t 
so bad as it all seetns. It is time that the 
wisdom of our rulers should handle that 
proposition. I merely state that it must 
take its course.” 
General Sherman was re-elected Presi­ 
dent of the Society. Resolutions were 
adopted asking for liberal pension laws and 
the recognition of the services of the mili­ 
tary telegraph corps. A paper bv Captain 
John W. Munsey, of Seattle, W. T., was 
read by Colonel Jacobson. It treated of the 
admirable lessons on artillery learned by 
our soldiers during the late war.

LOUISIANA FRAUDS. 
A State Treasurer Who Used State Bonds 
for Private Collateral. 
New Orleans, September 20th.—The 
statement of the Cashier of the State Treas­ 
ury during Treasurer Burke’s term. thatJie 
had called Burke's attention in 1886 to the 
fact that coupons had been presented of 
bonds supposed to have been destroyed, 
was cabled to Major Burke in London. 
Burke has replied, telling how the ap­ 
parent discrepancies might exist, and says 
he is tied down by his business in London, 
but when he can get away will sail for 
Louisiana. 
It is understood that Judge Marr will 
charge the Grand Jury next week to inves­ 
tigate the matter and bring indictments 
against those found to have been engaged 
in placing the invalid securities on the 
market. 
Judge Stansbnrv, who was for some time 
engaged with Burke in a business capacity, 
has made a statement showing that he ne­ 
gotiated loans for Burke at different times 
amounting to thousands of dollars, always 
depositing as collateral bonds handed him 
by Burke for that purpose. In comparing 
the numbers he handled with those now 
published he rinds that among the bonds 
handled by him there were nearly twenty 
thousand dollars of them fraudulent. He 
had no doubt of their validity until the re­ 
cent disclosures. 
Stansbury’s statement, which is made on 
the advice of his attorney, shows that 
Burke as far back as 1880 was using the 
bonds then in his keeping a9 State Treas­ 
urer as collateral in borrowing money for 
his own use.

The resolutions reaffirm the St. Lonis 
platform; condemns trusts; pledges the 
party to adopt stringent Drovisious to pre­ 
serve the purity of the ballot-box ; declares 
the party’s sincere, earnest purpose to 
recognize and enforce all civil and political 
rights of the colored people; insist that 
that the schools for white aud colored chil­ 
dren will be kept separate. 
SWINDLERS ARRESTED. 
A Gang£of San Francisco Sharpers are in 
the Toils. 
Jackson (Mich.), September 26th. — 
Thomas J. Smith, living near Jackson, 
owns a patent on a wire fence machine. 
Some time ago he received a letter from 
the “Globe Patent Company” of San 
Francisco, California, ofiering him a big 
price for the right to sell the machine on 
the Pacific coast, also with the request that 
Smith should send $24 to pay for having 
the patent papers examined at Washington. 
Smith sent the money and patent papers 
but the United Slates Express Agent, 
Brown, thinking all not right, instructed 
the San Francisco agent of his company to 
investigate. The resuit was the arrest of 
a gang of the “Globe Patent Company,” 
that has been working schemes for a long 
time, victimizing inventors throughout the 
1 nited 8tates by receiving from them large 
sums of money. Smith will probably be 
called to California to appear against the 
“Globe” gang.

Sidney Dillon, 
Omaha, September 26th.—Sidney Dillon 
is here and will meet President Dodge, of 
the Denver, Texas and Fort Worth road.

Trouble in Belgrade. 
Belgrade, September 26th.—M. Resties, 
one of the Regents, presided over tbe Min­ 
isterial Couucil to consider the threat of 
ex King Milan to come to Belgrade to pro­ 
test his paternal rights against ex-Queen 
Nathalie in the event of the Regency being 
unable to do so. It was decided by the 
Council to telegraph to the ex-Queen ask­ 
ing her to postpone her visit to her son, 
King Alexander, and if she refuses and 
visits Belgrade no reeeption will he given 
her.

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OREGON LAND TROUBLES. 
W hat the General Land Office Officials 
Say About It. 
W ashington, September 26th.—The offi­ 
cials in the General Land Office say they 
are not aware, as stated in [a Portland, Ore­ 
gon, dispatch, the Government is withhold­ 
ing from settlers in Oregon patents for tim­ 
ber land to any great extent, on the ground 
that the lands are agricultural. There are 
some cases held up pending investigation 
by special agents to determine the charac­ 
ter of the land. 
The great trouble that land officials have 
to deal with, they say, is to prevent viola­ 
tions of the law in regard to the entry- ot 
timber land, not only in Oregon but in ’the 
Northwest generally. By law one person 
can make only one entry of 160 acres of 
timber land. Syndicates have been formed 
and great bodies of timber land, sometimes 
as much as 50,000 or 100,000 acres pur­ 
chased by individuals with the understand­ 
ing that when they received a patent it 
would be turned over to the syndicate, 
which not only furnished the money to 
the individual to purchase the land,'but 
paid him also for the use of his name. 
In many cases these men are brought 
from Eastern cities, as men living In the 
country have, as a general thing, exhausted 
their right to either purchase or enter Gov­ 
ernment land. 
The law confines a man's right to one 
timber entry and one homestead, one pre­ 
emption and one desert land entry and one 
timber culture entry. In some cases where 
a party holds a homestead and desires to 
acquire more land he purchases timber en­ 
try. To do this he has to prove that the 
land is timber land, but in a number of 
instances the land which he declares is 
timber land is agricultural land, and in 
these cases, according to law, he loses his 
purchase money of $2 50 per acre, which 
he gave to the local Register and Receiver 
at the time he made his final proof. 
The law provides for this forfeiture as a 
punishment of his attempted fraud. At 
the General Land Office here it is thought 
these two classes ot cases are causing the 
trouble in Oregon, if any serious trouble 
exists. 
TANNER’S TROUBLES. 
He Placed Too Mnch Confidence in Hi.-» 
Confidential Clerks. 
W ashington, September 26th. — The 
Evening Express says the report of Messrs. 
Ewing, Campbell and Bruce, the Commis­ 
sion that investigated the Pension Office, 
though closely guarded by the Interior De­ 
partment officials, is gradually becoming 
known. It is known that the report takes 
up each rerating case separately, and each 
case is an exhibit in itself. Stress is laid 
upon the fact that Deputy Commissioner 
Hiram Smith, Jr., received'over $6,000 as a 
rerating clerk. This action of his comes in 
for severe criticism in the report. Whether 
Smith has returned the $6,000 or not the 
report does not state. Smith receives his 
pension at the Topeka agency. 
Secretary Noble, in view of the report of 
the Commission, has himself questioned 
Mr. Smith as to the facts attending the re­ 
rating. 
The report also condemns Squires espe­ 
cially for his action in making the cases 
special. It states that Squiies possessed 
the stamp of Tanner as Commissioner and 
affixed it to papers without the Commis­ 
sioner’s knowledge. A number of such 
cases is reported. A very large number is 
given and Commissioner Tanner is criti­ 
cised for his carelessness in thus intrusting 
his official prerogative to a mere private 
Secretary, who violated the confidence re­ 
posed in him. 
The names of the Pension Office officials 
who caused themselves to be rerated form 
a conspicuous part of the report. Several 
were discharged at the time by Secretary 
Noble, and they now point to the fact that 
the one who received the largest amount of 
all, Deputy Commissioner Smith, is still in 
office. 
A member of the board who made the 
investigation intimated to a reporter that 
the chief culprits were still in position, but 
would soon lollow Tanner into private life. 
TALKATIVE ^TANNER. 
He is Now "Writing Letters to Democratic 
News G atherers. 
W ashington, September 26th —The pub­ 
lication of Commissioner Tanner’s "confi­ 
dential” letter to private Dalzell of Ohio 
was talked about in Washington to-day, 
but was a surprise to no one and contained 
no new information, and it will receive no 
reply- from any official quarter. 
It is well known in Washington in every 
quarter that this is not true in the least 
possible degree. Your correspondent had 
a talk with Secretary Noble this afternoon 
in regard to Mr. Tanner’s intimation that 
his (the Commissioner’s) order for rerating 
of pensions below $4 per month up to that 
amount and his order placing the testimony 
of the private soldier on the same footing 
with that of an officer were the source of 
his trouble in the Department. 
Secretary Noble wiil not speak for pub­ 
lication, as he will not engage in a contro­ 
versy with a subordinate, or any other 
officer, and is averse to interviews and 
newspaper statements generally in times 
like this. Shortly the report of the com­ 
mittee that investigated Mr Tanner’s of­ 
ficial acts, and the conduct of his office and 
the employes under him. in full, will find 
its way to the public, and that will explain 
all.It can be stated that the orders referred 
to in the Dalzell letter by Tanner had no 
relation whatever with the retirement of 
the Commissioner. They were never re­ 
ferred to by either the President or the 
Secretary of the Interior in their several 
talks to the Commissioner, in which the 
management of the Pension Office was dis­ 
cussed, and these utterances of Mr. 
Tanner, and various other things, are 
very distasteful to the Administration, 
and injurious to tbe public service, 
and were never referred to. Neither were 
any of the orders of the Commission dis­ 
cussed by the President and Secretary of 
the Interior when the management of the 
Pension Office was by them alone discussed. 
This much can be said authoritatively. 
The letter of Dalzell will have no effect, 
unless it is to mislead those who do not 
understand the real issue as it exists, and 
as it will presently appear. 
It is stated that Private Dalzeli is a regu­ 
lar contributor to the Democratic news­ 
paper at St. Louis which published to-day 
the letter, and stated that it was received in 
the same wuy and on the same terms as 
other contributions from him. 
PACIFIC COAST NAVY YARD. 
The Commission Appointed to Select a 
Location Has Reported. 
W ashington, September 26th.—TheCom- 
mission which recently visiud the Pacific 
eoast to find a good place for a navy yard, 
made a very exhaustive report, much of 
which is devoted to a description of points 
other than Port Orchard examined, and the 
statement of reasons which impelled the 
Commission to reject their claims. Sum­ 
moning up the advantages offered at Port 
Orchard or Point Turner, as it is called, the 
reports say that the situation is upon a 
good harbor, with amplp exrent and depth 
of water for ships of the largest size and 
the heaviest draught, aud is accessible to 
them at all times. 
The principal lines of defense have not 
yet been laid down, but an opinion is given 
by the Commission as to their probable 
location coincides with the conclusions of 
theChief of Engineersof the United Staies 
Army. The site chosen is well within aDy 
probable line of defense intended to cover 
tha principle cities of Puget Sound. It may 
be added that it is also favorably situated 
to support that line of deleuse, while itself 
is remaining secure. 
Its position and natural surroundings are 


snch as to afford ample local securitv from 
attack by a naval force, whs her by dash or 
bombardment, with unusually small ex' 
pense in preparation of defenses. The 
water front on Sinclair harbor is one m»le 
and a half.long, which, afier all deduction 
for dry docks, building ships, etc.. will 
allow at least a dczen of the heaviest’shipj 
known to lie at the doucks in single tier. 
The site is fifteen miles from Seattle, and 
thirty from Tacoma, the principal centers 
of labor and supplies on Puget Sound. 
Both labor and supplies can he obtained 
from those cities. All accounts agree in 
the natural bealthfulness of the region 
generally, and that outdoor labor can be 
carried on throughout the vear with the 
loss of a very few days. 
Touching the cost of the proposed site, 
the Commission refers to active speculation 
in land, and says it was obliged, in order 
to prevent inordinate advauces in values 
consequent upon the selection of the site, 
to obtain from laud-owners in advance 
written propositions to sell to the Govern­ 
ment. 
It says : " The appraisement believes to 
give a fair compensation for the owners in 
case the Government should accept the 
property within the year ending March 31. 
1890. These values include improvements 
and prospective improvements to the date 
above given. The appraised estimates for 
tbe entire site recommended, composing 
1,810 acres, is $33,129, owner’s valuation for 
the _S3ine aggregating $37,964. A lot of 
5,9,5 acres is included in the above, situ­ 
ated on Lake Kitsap, in order to facilitate 
the use of the waters of the lake by the 
Government, if desired.” 


THE CHARLESTON. 
Henry Scott Slakes two Fair Uropoai- 
tions to Secretary Tracy. 
W ashington, September 26th. — Sec­ 
retary Tracy. Henry Scott and Chief En­ 
gineer Melville have had several confer­ 
ences lately with reference to the accept­ 
ance of the Charleston by the Government, 
and what penalty, if any, shall be attached! 
As the matter now stands, Mr. Scott ac­ 
knowledges that a penalty exists ol $18,400, 
but he is averse to paying it, and has offered 
Secretary Tracy two propositions, viz.: 
First, to have another steam trial with 
another screw, when it is believed that the 
contract horse power of 7.000 will be at­ 
tained; second, for the Government to re­ 
mit the penalty and accept the vessel as it 
now stands, as the first plan would, per­ 
haps, result in showing the required horse­ 
power. It is not believed that the vessel 
would make a greater speed, and. there­ 
fore, it would only result in putting a 
strain on the machinery, which is not nec­ 
essary. Many officeis are opposed to the 
first proposition and look with favor on 
the second, and especially as they all feel 
friendly to the Union Iron Works. who 
they believe have created a magnificent 
vessel out of faulty designs. 
Another point’that is in favor of the 
Union Iron Works is the discrimination 
shown by Secretary Whitney in the giving 
of the contracts for the cruisers Charleston 
and Baltimore. 
The estimated horse­ 
power of machinery for the Charleston was 
7,700, and the contract called for 7,000, 
while tbe estimated horse-powerot the ma­ 
chinery of tbe Baltimore was 10,750, yet 
the contract called for only 9 000, so that 
the builders of the Baltimore had a margin 
of 1,750 horse-power, while the builders of 
tbe Charleston had only 700. The only 
reason for this discrimination was the de­ 
termination to down John Roach. Secre­ 
tary Tracy will probably accept the Charles­ 
ton in a few days, and it is generally be­ 
lieved he will remit the penalty. 


MORE WAR SIHI’S. 
The Secretary of the Navy Will Ask for 
Ten More Cruisers. 
W ashington, September 26th.—In his 
forthcoming report Secretary Tracy will 
recommend to Congress the advisability of 
the construction of ten additional cruisers. 
It is proposed that the matter of tonnage, 
horse-power, etc , be left to the Navy De­ 
partment, instead of being fixed by Con­ 
gress. 
It is stated at the Navy Department that 
no order has been issued by the Secretary 
to have the keels of the new 3,000 ton 
cruisers laid at the navy yards at New 
York or Norfolk. All that has been done 
is to call for a preliminary estimate from 
the Chief cf the Bureuu of Construction and 
Repairs as to the cost of building these ves­ 
sels at either the New Y’ork, Norfolk or 
Mare Island yard. 
The Engineer-in-Chlef has also born 
asked for an estimate of the cost for addi­ 
tional machinery to increase the tacilities 
of the plant at the yards named. 


AMERICAN CONGRESS. 
It Will Convene in W ashington on Octo­ 
ber Second. 
W ashington, September 26th.—The De­ 
partment of State has informed delegates 
to the International American Congress 
that they will be expected to report for or­ 
ganization at the Department of State at 
noon on October 2d. They will bs re­ 
ceived by Secretary Blaine,'who will de­ 
liver an address of welcome They will or­ 
ganize by the election of a President, Vice­ 
President and Secretaries, and then proceed 
to the White House, where they will be 
formally presented to the President. It 
is understood that Secretary Blaine intends 
to give them a dinner tbe same evening. 
The delegates are also officially informed 
that the residence 1801 I street has been 
secured for the use of the Congress, and 
that subsequent meetings will be held 
there. They will also be invited to make 
that honse their headquarters, where they 
will find writing, reading and consultation 
rooms ready for their use. 


LAND OFFICE DECISIONS. 
Correction of an Erroneous I<lea—Cases 
ol Contests. 
W ashington, September 26‘h.—In the 
case of the Northern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany vs. Randolph, Secretary Noble to day 
decided that by the failing 'to appear to 
oppose the final prool proceedings on the 
part of the pre-emption or other claimant, 
a railroad company does not forfeit any 
rights which the whole case made shows 
it to possess. It simply cannot insist on 
any further opportunity to contradict the 
proofs submitted, as it has had its "day 
in Court,” but if, on those proofs them­ 
selves, it still appears on the face of the 
whole record that the company has prior 
or superior right, judgment must go ac­ 
cordingly. 
This decision corrects a widely prevalent 
misapprehension as to the effect of the 
“Forester” and other cases, which were 
supposed to inflict a forfeiture of rights 
upon railroad companies who failed to ap­ 
pear at hearings. 
Two More Cruisers. 
Washington, September 26:h.—Chief cf 
Naval Construction Wilson to-day, bv di­ 
rection of Secretary Tracy, sent a letter to 
the Commandants at the navy yards at 
New York and Norfolk, advising them that 
one of the 3,000-ton cruisers will be built 
at each yard. The work of laying down 
the vessels will be commenced as soon as 
the mold, floor and appliances can be got­ 
ten ready, and will be pushed to complex 
tion with as much dispatch as possible. 
The vessels, until named, will be known 
as cruisers numbers seven and eight, 
respectively. 
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MINISTER PHELPS. 
He Presents His Credentials at the 
Berlin Court. 
B erlin, September 26th.—Phelps the 
American Minister presented his creden­ 
tials to the Emperor to-day. After an ex­ 
change of formal remarks the Emperor 
drifted into a conversation with I’helps.de­ 
taining him so long that Count Herbert 
Bismarck, who accompanied Mr. l’helps to 
Potsdam, missed the train bv which they 
intended to return to Berlin. To-night 
Count Bismarck gave a dinner to Sir 
Phelps, which was attended bv the princi­ 
pal attaches of the United States Legation 
and a number ot foreign diplomatic repre­ 
sentatives 
I~i addressing the Rmperor Minister 
» . 
« pnnke ot the nnchangingandf-puili. 
cordial re...iions that always ex: ted be­ 
tween Germany and the United States. 
He would shirk no pains, he said, to 
strengthen that historical friendship. 
The Emperor replied in English. From 
youth, the Emperor said, he had greatly 
admired the vigorously advancing com­ 
munity of America, the study of whose 
history was to him one of special interest. 
Among the many eminent qualities of 
Americans, their spirit of enterprise, their 
sense of order and. above all, their in- 
venttve genius, attracted the attention of 
the world. The Germans felt themselves 
more drawn toward the Americans, be­ 
cause they were closely connected with the 
North Americans by many ties of kinship. 
A Day oí Host. 
Paris, September 26th.—The Sunday 
Observance Congress passed a resolution 
to-day to the effect that in case9 where the 
observance of Sunday is impossible, a 
weekly holiday should be given to the em­ 
ployes. The Congress also adopted a reso­ 
lution advising employers not to pay their 
men Saturdays or Sundays. 
The President of the'United Statfs in 
liis letter to the Congress, said : " Experi­ 
ence and observation have convinced me 
that every one who works with his hands 
and head needs rest, which the Sabbath 
alone can give.” 
Jem Smith and P eter Jackses. 
London, September 26th.—The backers 
of Jem Smith, the champion of England, 
and Peter Jacksou met st.the Relieau Club 
with the pugilists to arrange a match for 
£1,000. 
Articles were signed for Jackson and 
Smith to fight ten rounds with small 
gloves, Police Gazette rules, for £1,000, £800 
to the winner, £200 to the loser. George 
Watkinson is to be the referee, and the 
battle will take place in November. Lord 
Lonsdale guarantees the £1,000. 
Germany Eyeing Russia. 
B erlin, September 26th—The Cologne 
Gazette says tbe proposal of the chief of 
the general stall' ot the Russian army, that 
a second line of rails be laid to the western 
frontier, is being carried out, despite the 
opposition of the Minister of Finance. 
Three hundred locomotives and the requi­ 
site amount of rails have been ordered for 
delivery in May. This will complete a 
strategic network of Russian railways, in­ 
creasing the capacity to mass troops on the 
German frontier. 
Forty-four lioriicvs Recovered. 
Q uebec, September 26th.—The body of 
Richard Mayberry, shockingly disfigured, 
was found last night under the’ ruins of the 
landside. The number of bodies rscovered 
to date is forty-four. That of young Pem­ 
berton is still buried. 
The fourteen 
wounded victims are in a fair wav to re­ 
covery. 
French Politic*, 
Paris, September 26th.—The Municipal 
Commission confirms the election of Count 
Dillon (BonlanEist) in the Department of 
Marbilau. Soon after opening the Ghamber 
of Deputies a hill will be introduced in 
favor of granting amnesty to M. Rochefort. 
The bill have the support of the journal­ 
istic members.

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ODD POSITIONS. 


Reference was yesterday made to the ex- 
tesded reports in the Sau Francisco papers 
ef a ring fight before one of the athletic 
i-lubs of that city that was altogether a 
disappointment to the spectators, because, 
after over sixty rounds had been fought, 
neither man was conquered, nor was either 
injured. In short, according to the ethics 
3f the ring, it was a “fraud.” 
The Presi­ 
dent of the club is reported to have en­ 
tered the ring and driven the pugilists 
out, exclaiming at the same time, that he 
was too disgusted to fittingly express him ­ 
self, 
The spectators who had assembled 
io witness a brutal exhibition, and thus 
gratify the morbid taste that prize fighting 
caters to, were also loud iu their denuncia­ 
tion of the boxers because there was no 
sloggiug, since it was that they had 
come to see. 
The club makes a public de­ 
fense on the same ground, that it was a 
tame affair in effect, and that there was 
no slogging. 
Now it is not denied that 
there was scientific boxing in plenty by 
the matched men, and since the claim of 
these athletic clubs is that they are en­ 
couraging the “manly art of self-defense,” 
and are not promoting brutal exhibitions, 
ilie position of the club provokes a smile. 
W as n .t the contest in the highest sense 
an exemplification of the “art?” 
Were 
not these men so skillful in “self-defense” 
that neither was able to do the other in­ 
jury? If two professional boxers can stand 
*p and give aud take through sixty odd 
rounds and each so well protect himself 
from the other as to escape without a 
scratch, is it not one of the best evidences 
of skill in the “manly art?” 
Let the 
truth be told ; the disgust of the club offi­ 
cers and the spectators was caused by the 
fact that the men were such accomplished 
boxers that neither had his face beaten 
into a jelly, nor his ribs smashed, and 
neither was knocked insensible, or made 
a fit subject for the ministrations of a 
surgeon. These clubs have repeatedly pro­ 
tested that 
they 
were not promoting 
contests iu which there could be any harm 
come to the contestants; one of the organ­ 
izations not long ago appeared by its offi­ 
cers before the officials of San Francisco, 
and with heat insisted that the men who 
box under its auspices cannot “ hurt ” one 
another, and we believe that is the general 
claim of all the clubs. 
Here, however, in 
the contest referred to, is proof positive 
that the “ drawing” feature of the enter­ 
tainment was the expectation that there 
would be injury of some degree inflicted, 
and the entire “ crowd ” was hugely “ dis- 
gu-tcd ” because there was no injury done, 
and because the boxing was scientific and 
not brutal. This is all very amusing, to 
be sure, since it so neatly strips the mask 
from these so-called athletic clubs, and 
expo-es them in their true colors as brutal 
and bloody gangs of men who, through the 
agency of organization, pander to the 
lowest of tastes.

Braddock to-night, furnace “C,” one of the 
largest blast furnaces, gave way at the bot­ 
tom and tons of molten metal, like water 
escaping from the reservoir, ran out. 
The 
furnace had not been working properly 
during the day and Captain Jones, the 
general manager of the works, called to­ 
night to see if he could ascertain the cause. 
He was working with a number of men 
near the base of the furnace when the bretk 
occurred. 
In an instant llames shot forth, and the 
hot metal exploded and fell like sheets of 
water. That any one escaped instant death 
is marvelous. Captain Jones was horribly 
burned, and physicians are unable to state 
to-night whether he will live or not. 
Michael Quinn was so badly burned that 
his flesh peeled off. He cannot live. John 
Mokake was badly burned about the body. 
Ned Quinn was badly burned about the 
chest. Two or three other workmen whose 
names it is impossible to get to-night, were 
severely injured and may not recover. 
Captain Jones is well known throughout 
the United States and Europe wherever 
iron and steel is manufactured. 
L a t e r —The names of the other work­ 
men who were burned are Patrick Hughes, 
Michael Conner aDd John Needen. Michael 
King, a Hungarian, was present when the 
seething mass poured out of the furnace, 
and as he cannot be found it is feared he 
has been covered up. About six carloads 
of molten metal poured out of the break. 
The terrible rush of liquid steel knocked 
Jones down in the pit. Fortunately heiell 
between two trucks or he would have been 
burned to death instantly. When removed 
from the pit his clothing had been entirely 
burned from his body. The loss to the 
company will be quite heavy. 
At midnight Captain Jones was resting 
easy. Physicians say he will recover. Two 
others will die.

No doubt vour 
many readers (especially those who have 
spent the summer months or weeks at this 
health-giving resort) incline to the belief 
that there is little of interest goiDg on here­ 
abouts at this season of the year, as they 
possibly lean to the opinion that for the 
time being we who (from necessity or on 
pleasure bent) still remain here are tem­ 
porarily cut off from civilization, that we 
are dying of a plus of time hanging heavily 
on our hands, or that we are busily engaged 
in building or repairing toboggan slides, in 
anticipation of a snowstorm which shall 
eflectually cut us off from the outside world 
for a few months. Such, however, is far 
from being the case, for such weather as 
now prevails at Bartlett Spriugs cannot be 
excelled for comfort and the general enjoy­ 
ment of outdoor sports of ali kinds at any 
given point on the Pacific Coast, and such 
a condition of things promises to continue 
until the rainy season sets in for “keeps,” 
which will be about the first of December. 
Nor is there a particle of exaggeration in 
this assertion. The mornings and even­ 
ings are cool and pleasant, while the days 
are bright and springlike, with a maxi­ 
mum temperature of 77° and a minimum 
of 47° during September, October and No­ 
vember, while in the winter months (as 
per records kept by George W. Yount the 
year round) the maximum is 70° aud the 
minimum 34°. Under such a showing it 
can readily be imagined that Sergeant Bar- 
wlck would have a “picnic” if he should 
take a notion to run up here and take a 
few observations at this season of the year, 
and it is certain that he would need to look 
up more weather adjectives than are con­ 
tained in his “log-book” did he desire to de­ 
scribe correctly the unapproachable and de­ 
lightful season which is now upon us, and 
which is in such marked contrast to that 
which prevails in many of the valleys 
throughout the State. 


DAY AND EVENING AMUSEMENTS. 
And now, as regards amusements, let me 
tell your readers what they consist of dur­ 
ing this season of the year. In anticipation 
of giving excursions to Clear Lake, the 
management some three weeks ago secured 
the services of the Dixon Brass Band, of 
twelve pieces, and outdoor music is given 
by them every morning at 9 o’clock and 
each evening at 5, on which occasions 
a programme of selections is rendered 
specially chosen 
to 
suit 
the tasles 
of all, even the religiously-inclined—for 
whose special benefit a sacred concert is 
given at the Pavilion, within a few feet of 
the spring, on Sundays. 
Then, in the 
evenings, a dance is given—one night in 
the hotel here, and the next night in the 
skating rink at Newtown, distant about 
three blocks only, so that no difficulty is 
experienced by persons whose headquarters 
are at either place in attending a dance 
every evening. During the day tfie time is 
spent in visiting the different springs on the 
adjacent hillsides, bathing in the Soap 
creek plnnge baths—some three miles dis­ 
tant, and easily reached by stage—taking 
vapor baths in what is known as “the gas 
tunnel,” killing “rattlers” on the trails, and 
also in visiting the tunnel, where an effoit 
is being made to obtain a supply of water 
for domestic uses and fire purposes. There 
is every prospect that this experiment will 
prove a success, too, as the flow of water 
keeps increasing as the tunnel is driven 
into the hillside, so much so that the daily 
output now exceeds 5,000 gallons. Occa­ 
sionally 
DEER HUNTING PARTIES 
Are organized, and as a rule they are gen­ 
erally successful, as the noble game can be 
found within six or eight miles of the 
springs. As a result, the hotel is enabled to 
serve venison in all forms three or four times 
a week, in addition to all the substantial of 
the season in the way of vegetables, fruit, 
all kinds of meat, pastry, also fish and 
fowl, and in fact everything going to make 
up a good, abundant and substantial meal 
—just such as is required by those who 
come here with ailments of the digestive 
organs, general debility, and in need of a 
bracing up of the worn-out system, which 
has been run down by malarial fevers, kid­ 
ney ailmetufa, rheumatism, and nearly ali 
the ills which flesh is heir to. 
And now that the band is here, it is the 
intention to have them remain until about 
the end of the season; and 
the new 
road to Lakeport having been opened, a 
series of excursions to Clear Lake and the 
various points of interest thereabouts are 
to be inaugurated, and these cannot fail to 
contribute to the pleasure of the guests 
still here or who may arrive in the future. 
The new road referred to was formally 
opened to travel last Sunday, and the first 
stages taking passengers out and bringing 
them in left on Monday. On Saturday, 
however, three stages loaded with the band 
and a number of excursionists drove over 
the route and returned on Sunday after­ 
noon, after having had a most jolly time 
and affording much pleasure to the people 
residing at the various piares around the 
lake. Leaving here at 6 a . m.. under the 
guidance of L. E. (“Ed.”) McMahan, under 
whose supervision the road was con­ 
structed, the pleasure-seekers were whirled 
over the twelve miles in short order lo 
Bartlett’s Landing, on the lake. The ride 
was a most delightful one, and 


THE GRAND SCENERY 
On each side was most favorably com­ 
mented upon and enjoyed. At the landing 
the steamer City cf Lakeport (soon to be 
changed to the name of ‘•Bartlett.” and 
commanded by Captain Cal. C. McMahan) 
was taken, and after a trip of eight miles 
over ibis, one of the most delightful sheets 
of water in California, the excursionists 
reached Lakeport, where a concert was given 
by the band. 
A large delegation of people 
from the surrounding country was in wait­ 
ing to receive the visitors, to whom a most 
hearty welcome was extended. Those on 
board were then taken to various points of 
interest about the take, and a substantial 
lunch was enjoyed at Soda Bay, and a 
visit was paid to the magnificent summer 
resort of Captain R. 8. Floyd, known as 
Buckingham Park. Here was met a party 
headed by Mr. McCreany, of the Lakeport 
Avalanche who were on board the steamer 
Freda. Their boat had become disabled, 
had drifted ashore, and the party were 
found wandering through the woods in 
search of signs of human habitation. That 
such a condition of aflairs existed is in 
keeping with the well-earned reputation of 
Mr. McCreany, who is known as the 
” Hoodoo 
of lire lake, for the reason that 
he is accredited with never g oiD g out on the 
water but that an accident is sure to hap­ 
pen—although he has never met with a 
serious one as yet. Returning to Lakeport 
another concert was given, after which sev­ 
eral steamers and boats, carrying about 150 
people, headed again tor Soda Springs, 
where a dance was enjoyed till after mid­ 
night, and a fine supper partaken of. 


THE RETURN TRIP TO LAKEPORT 
Was made without accident or anything of 
special interest transpiring. 
After a re­ 
freshing night's sleep, a hearty breakfast 
and the giving of a concert for the benefit 
of the Lakeporters. a start on the return 
trip was made and the party arrived here 
safely about 3 p. m on Sunday, all in high 
glee and with most favorable expressions 
concerning the management and thorough 
arrangements for their enjoyment. The 
9tages started on regular trips "over the new 
road on Monday last, with the well-known 
driver Ed. Crawford on the box. The con­ 
struction of Ibis road has for some time 
betn contemplated by Mrs. L. E. Mc­ 
Mahan and Sons, especially with a view to 
the accommodation of parties resident in 
San Francisco. Napa, Mendocino, Lakeand 
Sonoma counties, who have been compelled 
to lay over one night on their way to the 
springs, and its opening will not in the 
least interfere with the route from Sacra­ 
mento, by way of Colusa Junction and 
Site9’. 
In coming from San Franci9co by the 
Southern Pacific, passengers leave on the 
Oakland ferry at 7:30 a m., change cars at 
Davis Junction (where the train trom Sac­ 
ramento is met), then change to the Colusa 
and Lake narrow gauge, tüence to Sites, 
thence by stage to Bartiett Springs, arriv­ 
ing at 10 p m . The variety of travel by 
rail, steamer and c >aeh will doubtless prove 
an attractive feature of the new route to 
persons coming from Sau Francisco and 
other places.

K a n s a s C ity , September 26th.—I d the 
Bankers’ Convention to-day a resolution 
from the New York delegation, recom­ 
mending that such action be taken as will 
revive the American merchant marine, and 
one from the Kansas delegation, which 
wanted the Convention to indorse the ob­ 
ject of the Texas Coast Deep Harbor Con­ 
vention, to be held at Toneka on October 
1st. 
Both 
were vigorously discussed and 
finally referred to the Executive Council. 
The Secretary's report showed an in­ 
crease in numbers during the past year of 
157, the lotai membership now being 1 870. 
Sneed of Kentucky offered a resolution 
that Section 598 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, governing 
National 
banks, should be so amended by Congress 
as to expunge the clause governing foifeit- 
ure of interest. 
Sneed condemned the 
usury laws in general. A resolution was 
also proposed that all banks should be 
amenable to the State laws of the State in 
which they are located. It was not just 
that so heavy a penalty should be meted 
out to National Danks for usury, when the 
State banks were not amenable to the same 
law. It was finally referred to a special 
committee, which reported recommending 
that Congress be requested to amend the 
law in question so that the penalty would 
be a forfeiture of only the amount of inter­ 
est over the legal amount. 
The liveliest discussion of the Convention 
occurred over the report of the Executive 
Council, recommending that the paperread 
by Mr. St. John yesterday on coinage be 
referred to the next Executive Council. 
The recommendation provoked a long 
debate. Finally a plan was adopted to fully 
consider St. John’s proposition and take a 
vote on it by mail after the Executive 
Council has sent its report to the delegates. 
The Nominating Committee made a re­ 
port recommending the election of Charles 
Parsons of St. Louis as President of the 
Association, and Morion Michael as Vice­ 
President. Adopted. 
The new Executive Council chosen, with 
very few exceptions, is the same as that of 
last year. The Convention adjourned.

B u f f a l o . September 26th.—One of the

The 
field of operations is at tiie latter place. 
The capital stock of the company is $20,­ 
000,000, of which $2,000,000 has been paid 
in and sunk almost beyond redemption it 
is feared by the stockholders. The Presi­ 
dent of the company is Ray V. Pierce, of 
this city, and Dr. Pierce is at the head of 
the enterprise and owns front sixty to 
seventy per cent, of the stock, and the 
shareholders are widely scattered through­ 
out the country. 


THROUGH A HUGE TUNNEL. 
The Feather river, in Butte county, Cali­ 
fornia, is rich in its deposits of gold, and 
the north fork of the river, called Big Bend, 
was always considered particularly rich in 
the way of gold deposits in its gravelly bed. 
A friend of Dr. Pierce called his attention 
to these deposits, and about five years ago 
Dr. Pierce organized the Big Bend Tunnel 
and Mining Company. The scheme was to 
divert the stream from its natural bed 
through a huge tunnel, thus exposing the 
rich golden deposits supposed to be lying 
along the bottom of the river.

Visions of untold wealth floated before 
the stockholders, and there never was anv 
difficulty in disposing of the stock as fast 
as it was offered on the market. The ex­ 
pectations of the shareholders were of the 
most sanguine sort, and many predicted 
that Dr. Pierce would become the richest 
man in America. Every stockholder ex­ 
pected to become a millionaire, but, alas! 
these dreams have gone to naught, for the 
bed of the north lork of the Feather river 
has been drained, and shows far more 
gravel and bowlders than gold. 


d r . p ie r c e 's c ir c u l a r . 
Dr. Pierce, President of the Big Bend 
Tunnel and Mining Company, in a circular 
to the stockholders, announcing the future 
of the company, says : “Since the issue of 
bulletin No. 1, on September 29, 1888, 
there has been no material change in the 
prospects developed by our mining opera­ 
tions last year at Big Bend. The vast 
quantity of bowlders uncovered completely 
handicapped oar operations 
and made 
them so expensive as to prevent a realiza­ 
tion of profit. In fact, in view of the ad­ 
verse developments of last season and the 
work and further experience of this season, 
it is doubtful if our mines ever can be 
worked at a profit. Certainly not at Ihe 
present prices of labor, nor unless some 
more economical method may hereafter be 
invented for handling the vast quantity of 
bawiders which exist in the river bed. 


VAST QUANTITIES OF GOLD. 
“Our operations demonstrated the fact 
that, there is a vast quantity of gold in our 
claims, but, in the face of the obstacles 
mentioned.it seems impossible to extract it 
at a profit. 
“The total output from our mines last 
season was $17,832. 
This did not pay the 
cost of actual mining operations. Some of 
the ground washed was quite rich and 
everywhere gold was found to exist insuffi­ 
cient abundance to have paid largely, but 
for the unexpected obstacles.” 


THINGS RUN ECONOMICALLY. 
DuriDg August of this year. Dr. Pierce 
says Ihe output was about $12,500, “ but,” 
he adds, “it is doubtful if we shall be able 
to do much better than pay expenses this 
season. 
Everything has been done to 
operate cheaply and effectively, and every­ 
thing else likely to facilitate the work that 
experience could suggest has been done.” 
In conclusion, he says: “But after ail 
our efforts and as much as we regret to 
acknowledge the fact, yet we are quite pre­ 
pared to admit at present that we see no 
prospect of realizing our former expecta­ 
tions with respect to these mines.

In answer to an Associated Press corre­ 
spondent, Dr. Pierce said: “ The statement 
that our company has collapsed is mis­ 
leading and uncalled tor. 
The company 
can pay ali its debts, if it has any; it is per­ 
fectly solvent. 
It is true our expectations 
have not been realized in the venture, but 
we have stiil yalnabie property, some four 
thousand acres of territory, which can he 
utilized to advantage for irrigation and 
other purposes. 
The operations were cai- 
ried out as at first planned, with eveiy 
prospect of success; but the outlook, tor 
the presence of the great bowlders under 
the sand changed the entire tendency of 
the venture; and instead of producing gold 
at a profit, it seems tobe a losing operation. 


11F.ST MINING AUTHORITIES. 
“We had the favorable opinions of some 
of the best mining au horities iu the coun­ 
try, and everything looked favorable for a 
large return on our investment, but as 
slated in the circular, we did uot find 
enough gold to pay expenses. Any mis­ 
statements are entirely unjustifiable, as the 
actual condition of affairs has been ebarly 
set forth in the bulletins which have been 
issued, copies of which have been fur­ 
nished for publication.

DOWN TAHOE'S WATEE. 


^ on Schmidt Propose» to Supply San Fran­ 
cisco, Sacramento and Other 
Cities With Pure Water. 


There is now before the Water Commit­ 
tee oí the San Francisco Board of Super­ 
visors, for their consideration, a proposition 
(which also interests Sacramentans), made 
by A. W. Von Schmidt, President of the 
Lake Tahoe and San Francisco Water Com­ 
pany, to furnish that city with 30,000,000 
gallons of water daily from Lake Tahoe for 
the scm of $15,000,000. The company is 
composed of A. P. Hotaline, Nathaniel 
Holland, Robert Simpson, Edward A. 
Breed and himself. The proposal was 
made for the company in perfect good faith. 
The company is willing to furnish San 
Francisoo with either 30,000,000 or GO,000,- 
000 gallons daily. It expected that the city 
would pay for laying the pipe lines neces- 
. 
sary to bring the water to the city, and Mr. 
Von Schmidt urged that all the pipe used 
W 
should be made there, to give employment 
to about five thousand men for a consider­ 
able period. 
TITS GENERAL PLAN. 
The plan is to bring the water from Lake 
Tahoe to a large reservoir to be constructed 
near Auburn, Placer county, and to pipe it 
thence by way of Sacramento, across the 
Straits of Carquinez, down to Oakland and 
under the bay to San Francisco. All the 
towns between Auburn arid San Francisco 
are to be supplied, if they want the water. 
Accompanying the proposition was a pro­ 
spectus of the company descriptive of the 
source of supply—Lake Tahoe—and giving 
the following information as to the inten­ 
tion of (be promoters: 
Distance from Lake Tahoe to Dutch Ra­ 
vine reservoir, Newcastle. From Lake Ta­ 
hoe to second dam in bed of Truckee river, 
3.75 miles; length of canal from second 
dam to Hardscrabble tunnel, 5 miles; leDgth 
of tunnel. Hardscrabble route, 5 miles; 
down bed of American river, 12 miles; 
canal from American river to Dutch Ra­ 
vine. 60 miles. Total distance, 85.75 miles. 
The line of works from Dutch Ravine reser­ 
voir will be via Sacramento, Fairfield, Be­ 
nicia. Oakland, Alameda, to San Francisco. 
From reservoir, Dutch Ravine, to San 
Francisco (pipe), 122.44 miles. Total in 
miles from Lake Tahoe to San Francisco, 
308.19 miles. 
NO END TO THE SUPPLY. 
The idea of the company is to deliver the 
water into reservoirs to be' built by the city. 
It would require about three years to com­ 
plete the work, and would give San Fran­ 
cisco an inexhaustible water supply. In 
proof of this, Mr. von Schmidt states that 
Lake Tahoe was such a large body of 
water that a drainage of 137,000,000 gallons 
daily for a period of one year would not 
decrease its depth over a foot. The use of 
» 
Lake Tahoe as a source of water supply for 
San Francisco, Sacramento and other 
places, was but a matter of time, and, un­ 
less the municipality procured the water 
rights now, it would probably pass into the 
hands of a private company and would be 
lost forever. 
THE NATOMA COMPANY’S OFFER. 
There was aiso laid before the same 
committee a proposition from William J. 
Wilsey to supply'the city with 75,000,000 
gallons of water daily from the American 
river for $1,200,000. 
Sa c r a m e n t o 's o p p o r t u n it y . 
In case San Francisco should accept 
either of these propositions the water 
would have to be carried past Sacramento. 
In fact, each company expects—if its offer 
should be accepted—to supply this city, 
and ’it.'progress of their negotiations with 
the San Francisco authorities will be 
watched with interest. The Sierra Nevada 
lakes and rivers contain the water, and the 
valley cities require it, hence it would 
seem to be only a question of time as to 
when pure mountain water will be sup­ 
plied to the cities and towns ot the vallev.

FIRE-BUGS ABOUT. 
Two Itold A ttem p ts to B u rn an Up­ 
Tow n H otel. 
Between 3 and 4 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing two attempts were made to burn the 
Telegraph House on J street, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth. The tires were 
discovered and extinguished in time to 
prevent loss or serions danger. Coal oil 
was found to have been used freely by the 
incendiary. 
The hotel is built of wood, and if the fire 
had got a good start it would have been 
almost impossible to check it. And at that 
hour, too, when most people are in their 
soundest sleep, there might have been 
serious loss of life. If the fiend or fiends 
who made the attempts to set the fires 
should be caught, there will be little diffi­ 
culty experienced in “railroading” them 
to a place where tire-bogs excite no terror.

EIGHT TO SIX. 


R obbed by HI» P artn er. 
A man who gave the name of Crook- 
shank called at the police station yesterday 
and reported to Chief Lee that he had been 
robbed of a valise while sleeping in a barn 
adjoining a down-town wood-yard. He 
suspected a man with whom he had been 
sleeping, hut that individual had left for 
pastures new. Officer Rider finally found 
the valise, but the owner, after he had 
looked over its contents, found that a pistcl 
and $12 50 in ctin were missing. 
Crookshank said that he had purchased 
for $7 50 a badge and certificate from W. 
W. Cone authorizing him to act as a de­ 
tective during the fair, and they were also 
missing, but their loss did not amount to 
much. 


Can They be M ade to H old Good for 
More Thau a Year? 
Much of tbesessionot Judge Armstrong's 
Court was occupied yesterday in the trial 
of the case of J. Nahl vs. A. J. Peck. This 
is a suit in ejectment. The land in issue is 
a ten-acre tract in the vicinity of Courtland. 
The plaintiff has been the lessee, and the 
defendant, the owner of the land, is an ex­ 
tensive land-o wner in the southern end of 
the county. The facts are about as fol­ 
lows : 
In December, 1887, Peck made a verbal 
lease of the land to Nahl for two years. For 
the first year’s rent Nahl was to grub off 
the bank of Sutter slough and dig a drain 
ditch about eighty rods long. The second 
year he was to pay a rental of $100. 
He went on the land and put in crops of 
potatoes, alfalfa, etc. The first year he did 
not do any of the grubbing or ditch-dig­ 
ging, as he agreed to. and at about the ex­ 
piration of the year Peck went to him and 
complained of his non-action. Nahi re­ 
fused to give any satisfactory assurance 
that he would do the work, and Peck gave 
him notice that he must leave the place, to 
which Nahl paid no attention. 
Peck then commenced suit against Nahl 
for unlawful detainer, and got judgment 
acainst him lor $2G0, damages holding over, 
and also a writ of restitution placing him 
(Peck) in possession. 
Nahl appealed from the judgment of the 
Justice’s Court to the Superior Court. 
Pending this appeal, the plaintiff com­ 
menced the action in ejectment, which is 
now on trial. The testimony was con­ 
cluded yesterday, and the arguments will 
be made on Saturday. 
The defense hold that a lease of land for 
more than one year is not good, unless it 
be made in writing, but that in any case 
the plaintiff forfeited his claim to hold pos­ 
session by neglectiDg to carry out the terms 
of the lease. 
Nahl claims that no time was specified 
in which the work was to have been done, 
and that it was optional with him to do it 
either the first or second year. 
The 
Messrs. Johnson and W. A. Gelt are attor­ 
neys for Nahl, and J. H. McKune and C. 
W. Baker for Peck. 
A NEW ENTERPRISE. 
M ohr & Y oerk’g P ork P acking E stablish­ 
m ent. 
The city of Sacramento, by reason ot her 
favorable location as a trade center for a 
large territory, points with pride to her 
many private enterprises. Among the fore­ 
most of these is the extensive pork packing 
establishment of Messrs. Mohr & Yoerk on 
J street, between Tenth and Eleventh. 
W ithin a very short period a large four- 
story brick building, with all the modern 
appliances, has been added to trie original 
plant. So widely have this firm, and their 
enterprise, become known that during the 
recent State Fair a constant throng of visit­ 
ors from all sections of the country poured 
through their buildings. Many who called 
expressed themselves as highly gratified 
with that visit, as it was the first opportu­ 
nity they had ever enjoyed of witnessing the 
wot kings of an establishment of that char­ 
acter. Notwithstanding the apparent com­ 
pleteness and convenience to do a large 
amount of work, new improvements are 
continually being made. The most recent 
is the addition of a new engine and steam- 
dryer. The latter machine is intended for 
grinding bones and all other refuse matter 
about the buildings into a tine powder for 
fertilizing purposes. The working-up of 
this stuff each day promotes cleanliness 
and prevents all offensive odors. Hereto­ 
fore this refuse has been cast away. Now 
it will be prepared so as to be valuable for 
gardens, orchards, etc. Competent judges 
say that this substance makes one of the 
best fertilizers for blue-grass lawns, as it is 
free front foul seeds, which is the great dif­ 
ficulty with stable manure. 
TOO OBLIGING. 
An H onest G ranger B ecom es E ntangled 
in the L aw 's M eshes. 
A. Mouton, the well-known hop-grower. 
made a discovery yesterday that will be of 
value to him the rest of his life. It was a 
point of law, and it looks as if the cost of 
learning it will be about $118 S4. About a 
week ago J. Everson commenced suit 
against one Ah Sing for that sum. The 
Mongolian had several hundred dollars in 
Mr. Mouton’s hands, and Everson sued oat 
an attachment therefor from Justice Bak­ 
er’s Court, and Constable Martin served 
Mouton with the necessary papers to se­ 
cure Everson's claim. 
Three days afterward W. H. Bagwell 
sued the same Chinaman for $800, in the 
Superior Court, and the Sheriff levied 
upon the money held by Mouton. The 
latter then paid over to the Sheriff the en­ 
tire sum in his hands belonging to the Chi­ 
naman. and when Everson applied for bis 
$118 84 he got nothing. Mr. Mouton came 
to town yesterday to try and have the thing 
straightened out. He said he was no law­ 
yer, and didn’t think he should be held re­ 
sponsible for the amount of Everson’s 
claim, although he had paid the money to 
another party after a portion of it had been 
attached. 
At last accounts attorney Post, Everson’s 
counsel, was endeavoring to have the mat­ 
ter settled without loss to Mr. Mouton, but 
all the same the latter says he knows more 
than he did a couple of days ago.

The examination case of George T. Cox, 
charged with obtaining money by false 
pretenses, was heard in the Police Court 
yesterday. Cox is the man who, repre­ 
senting that he was in the employ ot a 
San Francisco paper manufacturing com­ 
pany, went to the store of A. S. Hopkins & 
Bro. and obtained the loan of $10, giving 
as security a draft on the San Francisco 
firm for that amount. 
Mr. Hopkins, after 
giving Cox the money, telegraphed to the 
Bay to see if the matter was ail straight, 
and in reply received a telegram which ran 
thus: 
“Cox is not in our employ. Bad egg.” 
Mr. Hopkins thereupon had Cox ar­ 
rested. In Court yesterday Cox explained 
that he had been working as a sort of 
itinerant drummer or solicitor for over 
sixty different paper mills, but was at 
present in the employ of a San Francisco 
newspaper. 
He could yet, however, take 
orders for supplies of paper. He ex­ 
plained that he had been at Hopkins 
Bro’s. store before and borrowed money, 
which he promptly returned. In the last 
transaction (the one on which he was ar­ 
rested) he had told Mr. Hopkins that he 
did not iiketo give a draft on the company, 
but the former having prepared the draft 
he signed it. He was positive that the 
company would have paid the draft, and 
if they had not he would have been down 
(had he not ben arrested) and settled the 
thing there himself.

RESTS ON HIS SANITY. 
W rit of P ro hib itio n in th e L aguna de 
T ache R anch Suit. 
[San Francisco Examiner, Sept. 20th.] 
The famous litigation over the rancho 
Laguna de Tache, comprising 54,160 acres 
of land in Fresno snd Tulare counties, 
added another avenue to its legal labyrinth 
yesterday. It came before the Supreme 
Court on the petition of Simon Clayburgh 
to have an alternative writ of prohibition 
issued forbidding J. B. Campbell, Superior 
Judge of Fresno county, from appointing a 
receiver in the case and from having any 
further judicial connection with it. 
The Supreme Court granted the writ and 
set October 4th as the day when Judge 
Campbell shall show cause why he should 
not be perpetually epjoined from presiding 
over the case. In the meantime all further 
proceedings are stopped. 
Judge Campbell was to have appointed a 
receiver to-day. 
The points involved in this big land suit 
can be briefly summarized. Simon Clay- 
burgb, August Heilbron, Adolph Heilbron, 
Isaac Poly, Celia Clayburgh and S.C. Lillis 
have possession of the land by virtue of a 
lease from Jeremiah Clarke, its owner. 
The lease was made May 1, 18S0, and was 
to run ten years, with the privilege of a re­ 
newal for four years and six months. Un­ 
der the lease they were to pay an annual 
rent of $6,500 and have the right to sell any 
of the land for $3 an acre, such purchase 
money to be paid to Clarke. If more than 
$3 an acre conld be obtained, the difference 
was to belong to the lessees. In case of all 
sales of land the rent was to be proportion­ 
ately reduced. If a renewal of the lease 
were made, then at its expiration the 
lessees were to have the privilege of buying 
all or any portion of the land at $2 50 an 
acre.The legality of the lease was contested 
by Charlotte F. Clarke, the wife of the 
lessor, on the ground that he was insane 
when he made it. 
Judge Campbell, before whom the case 
was tried, rendered a decision on Jnne 
29th last. He decided that the lease was 
void, on theground that Clarke was insane, 
and that the land was worth $6 an acre, 
instead of $3, at the time the lease wss en­ 
tered into. But on account of the improve­ 
ments made by the lessees he ordered that 
they be paid $154,000 on surrendering the 
lease. 
In his petition for a writ of prohibition 
Clayburgh gives several interesting reasons 
for his request. He alleges that at the pres­ 
ent time, and during the trial, Judge 
Campbell owned 257 acres of land that 
formed part of the Tache ranch, and for 
which he said he would not take $50 an 
acre. He paid a man named J. W. Chisum 
$2,000 for it. The other resson given is 
‘hat in a portion of the ranch and in some 
J.00O acres of land adjoining it, which is 
owned by the lessees, they constructed 
some 150 miles of irrigation ditches, at a 
cost of $200,000. Because of this fact they 
got a legal right to use large quantities of 
water from the Kern river, and over which 
they have had troublesome lawsuits with 
many influential people in Fresno county. 
These suits engendered such a bitter feeling 
that, as Clayburgh asserts, it wasxnainlv in­ 
strumental in giving rise to the suit to have 
Clarke's lease declared void. Realizing 
this alleged popular prejudice, Clayburgb 
says the lessees wanted a change of venue 
before the trial began, but Judge Campbell 
would not grant it.

A num- 
b_*r of applications had been taken out and 
handed to Collector Phelps so that he 
m ight pass upon them then and sign the 
required documeut, thereby freeiDg the 
Chinese on the Gaelic and allowing them 
to become residents of this city. W hen 
they were taken out it was expected be­ 
yond a doubt that it would be only a ques­ 
tion of a few days before the Chinese could 
step ashore. 
T heir hopes have been shat­ 
tered. 
Yesterday the Collector overhauled 
eighteen applications for habeas corpus 
writs, amoug which four were for the re­ 
lease of women, and concluded that the 
affidavit of a single Chinam an, praying for 
the release of his countrymen on the 
Gaelic, was not sufficient evidence for him 
to w arrant his signing his nam e to them 
and allowing the Chinese to come ashore. 
Not one out of the eighteen was signed by 
any other person except a Chinaman. 
U ntil more satisfactory proof can be given 
to the Collector that they should land the 
celestials will rem ain on board of the 
vessel. 
Heretofore the information furnished by 
Chinam en ashore has been taken, and this 
step which the Collector has taken has 
spread cousteruation among the Chinese. 
There still remain about one hundred that 
desire to land, but it is a question whether 
a single one will reach Chinatown. 
The women seekiug release claimed to be 
•‘m erchants' wives.” but it is a well-known 
fact that once ashore they will be assigned 
to the brothels that abound in Chinatown. 
Collector Phelps thinksthat he has taken 
a correct position in the matter, and before 
any of the Chinese can travel along the 
gang-plank and come ashore they will have 
to establish abundance of proof of a relia­ 
ble nature that they should be allowed that 
privilege, which is som ething that they 
have not had to do before.
